For  instance,1 
a  fteruiin  old  couple,  Instead  of  sdvaaeing  with, 
thn  world,  persisted  In  dressing  in  the  some 
old  ways  which  had  been  tbe  fashion  many 
years  ago,  and  gradually  the  neighbors  ceased 
wondering  and  accepted  it  as  a  matter  of  course. 
But  It  w«e  very  natural  for  a  stranger  to  say, 
o«  seeing  them  for  the  first  time,  “What  an 
odd-looking  old  couple  I  Why  they  took  for 
a!  the  world  Hke  Mr.  and  Mrs  Noah  ’’  Bnt  if 
three  old  people  suddenly  were  to  awake  and 
change  to  more  modern  ways,  this  change 
mould  excite  the  wonder  of  their  neighbors  as 
□inch  as  the  odd  dress  did  that  of  the  strangers, 
la  civilised  life  dress,  in  addition  to  affording 
protection,  mast  also  satisfy  the

Mies  Jennie  Morris  followed  with  an 
rseay  on  “T»e  Religion  of  tbe  Greeks  and 
Romans,”  and  the  subject  wss  handled  iu  a 
most  scholarly  manner.  It  to  to  be  regretted 
that  it  to  not  possible  to  reprint  it  tn  full,  but 
space  will  not  allow.  She  said  :  All 
however  savage,  have  some  semblance  of  re¬ 
ligion.  The  most  beautiful  of  the  ancient  re¬ 
ligion*  to  that  of  the  Greeks  and 
This  religion  was  a  product  of  tbe  Imagination 
rather  than  of  tbe  reason  It  had  little  to  do  with 
moral  improvement,  bat  much  with  the  pleasing 
of  tbe  fancy.  Iu  origin,  say  some,  to  from 
Egypt ;  others,  from  Phoenicia  ;  and  still  others 
bid  us  seek  far  It  in  Crete.  The  Greeks  made 
fiction  tbe  light  and  j  chans  of  their  religion. 
A*  they  had  no  sacifid  books  the  fictions  of 
their  poets,  sanctioned  also  by  their  priests  and 
legislators,  were  tbe  only  authority  for  their 
public  belief.  On  the  other  hand,  the  Romans 
thought  mope  of  strength  and  vigor.  Jupiter 
was  their  great  god,  the  sovereign  of  heaven 
and  earth,  the  creator  of  all  things  great  and 
mighty.  Mars,  tbe  god  of  wsr,  woe  revered 
much  more  tihan  Apollo,  the  ghd  of  poetry  and 
art.  Among  the  Greeks  moat  to  be  worshipped 
woe  beauty,  the  natural  quality  which  often, 
by  chance,  would  fall  Ip  tbe  lowest  aud  moat 
degraded  creatures ;  not  moral  qualities,  truth- 
fulness,  chastity  or  due  goodness,  were  thought 
essential.  How  different  In  this  age  and  in  our 
country,  where  beauty  without  virtue  Ja  little 
esteemed.  But  how  mnch  more  goodness, 
purity  aud  integrity  are  considered  essential. 

In  every  country  tbe  moot  enlightened  people 
regard  religion  differently  from  the  lower 
class. 

Tbe  essayist  spoke  of  the  Greek  divinities, 
of  their  worship  and  bow  It  was  conducted  by 
tbe  priest,  who  offered  up  sacrifice*  of  animals, 
fruits,  perfume*  and,  occasionally,  human 
victims  ;  of  the  Romans,  and  of  their  gladiator^ 
1*1  con  teats  sod  chariot-races  ;  in  the  worship 
of  Bacchus,  particularly,  every  species  of  de¬ 
bauchery  was  practiced ;  of  the  strange  ideas 
these  nations  had  of  tbe  deed.;  of  the  souls’ 
departure  after  death  to  tb*  banka  of  tbe  Styx, 
a  dismal,  infernal  stream,  after  which  they 
were  transported  to  the  domains  of  Plato,  there 
to  be  examined  by  three  Judges  who  were  to 
decide  whether  they  were  to  depart  to  the 
abode  of  torment  or  tbe  enjoyment  of  heaven^ 
iy  blessings.  After  all,  she  continued,  there 
we*  nothing  in  this  religion  to  ea|fafy  a  hungry 
soul,  striving  alter  truth  and  rest.  There  woe 
no  one  to  go  to  in  time  of  sorrow  or  great  peril 
who  they  were  tore  would  be  randy  and  willing 
to  old.  How  different  the  religion  of  enlighten¬ 
ed  nations  of  to-day.  Thodgh  they  may  differ 
concerning  many  things,  y«  they  all  look  np 
to  God  as  tbe  Creator  and  meerver  of  all,  and 
no  matter  how  much  some  may  try  and  disre¬ 
gard  this  religion  none  con  help  feeling  some 
of  tU  power  nor  dispute  the  vast  and  mighty 
influence  which  a  Christian  religion  has  upon  a
